If Mr. Taft is nomore 
successful than the president in his attack 
on the trusts he will not satisfy the expetta- 
tions of the public. There are more trusts in 
the country today than there were when Mr. 
Roosevelt was inaugurated, arid Mr. Taft 
favors a weakening rather than a strength- 
ening of the anti-trust law, for he has advo- 
cated an amendment that will limit the oper- 
ation’ of the law te unreasonable restraint 
of trade. | 

_ On the tariff question Mr. Taft has failed 
to express himseif with clearness, The re- 
publican platform does not use the word ‘re- 
duction.’ It only promises revision, and Mr. 
Taft has construed that to mean that s@me 
schedules will be lowered and some raised, 
but there is no intimation that the average 
will be lower or higher than itisnow., | 

“and so in regard to all the questions 
which are at issue. Mr. Taft must make 
his position known. He cannot rely upon 
the president's indorsement. If Mr. Taft 
had a reform record of his own he would not
